When Christ advised His fullowers lo cut

Temp tations against p urity ai'e strongest in 
youth and hence the church is ever anx ious to ex ­ 
hort young p eop le to guard against occasions that 
lead to sin. The church recognizes that when the 
average p erson acquires habits of imp urity the 
disease soon becomes difficult to cure. Religious 
leaders stress that imp urity is not only dangerous 
lo the soul, but has a definiteiv deleterious effect 
on p hysical and menial health. 
Parents have a solemn obligation to train 
youth according to strict moral codes. They must 
be constantly on watch lest their children become 
contaminated with imp urity. They must encour­ 
age them to keep their minds clean and virtuous 
and warn them against the insidious p eril of im­ 
p rop er thoughts and desires. 
Prudence demands that p arents ex ercise a 
discreet sup ervision over the p laces of amuse­ 
ment their children p atronize and the kind (jf 
comp anions with whom they asscjeiate. 
Certain 
typ es of dance halls are highly dangerous p lacxvs 
for immature boys and girls, and so are movie 
theatres where films of an unduly erotic nature 
are ex hibited. 
It goes without saying that no 
growing boy or girl should be p ermitted to stay 
out late at night, to enter a saloon, or to read 
books or magazines that fill voung minds with 
trashy nonsense if not downright tilth. 
Such obvious safeguards are more than ever 
necessary in an age in which greater stress seems 
to be p laced on hax ing ‘‘a good time’’ than on curb­ 
ing unhealthy ap p etites. Moral resti’ictions and ta­ 
boos are resented only by those who chouse to for­ 
get that self-mastery is the only way to achieve 
p eace of soul and health of mind and body.

Ex ercise is an inefficient m eth­ 
od of weiglit reduction. Only an 
enormous ex }jenditure of energy 
can equal the reduction value of 
eating le.s.s 
of 
energy-p roducing 
foncls. 
Most p el sun.^ who 
are 
ov e r ­ 
weight find it difficult to ex erci.se, 
becau.^e of the strain 
on 
their 
hearts from the ex tra fat which 
they Jiave been carrying around. 
As weight reduction gets under 
way, however, ex ercise is a good 
tonic lo muscles which hav e been 
inactive for some time. 
Belts Only Compress Fat 
Belts and girdles imp rove the 
ap p earance, but they do not re­ 
duce w'-eight. Thev comp ress the 
whthoih reducing it. 
Mas.’^age has no effect on fatty 
accumulations. 
They 
must 
be 
leached nut from the inside; they 
canr-ot be rubbed 
a w a y from the 
outside.

w'eight-loss. either. 
Fat is the body’s .storehouse of 
energy. When we eat foods c o n - ! 
taining more energy than w-e e x ­ 
p end, fat p iles up in the body for 
future use. 
Prop er 
weight-reduction 
p ro-i 
cedure keep s the energy intake 
below the energy ex p enditure, so 
that the body fat is used to make! 
up the deficit in the diet. 
Persons w'ho suffer from an e x ­ 
treme ov-erweight condition should 
be ex amined by a p hysician, to 
p rev ent unwise weight-reduction. 
Ordinary ov erweight 
individuals 
require only a simp le restriction 
in

Weig ht Loss Slows Down 
Initial weight-loss in any p ro­

Low'-caloric diets can be used for 
three to four weeks in ^uch a way 
that three to four p ounds weight- 
loss a week is ex p erienced.
